Six Mundred Cars of Freight Side- 
tracked Between Here and Albu- 
querque—Hopes of Relief—Wilda- 
eat Railroad Rumors. 


The most important matter just now in 
railroad circles—aside from the building of 
air lines on paper by amateur reporters—is 
the blockade on the Santa Fé system. As 
is well known, by far the greatest number 
of passengers are coming in frem the East 
over that route; and the crowds come in 
such overwhelming multitudes as to tax 
every resource of the great corporation. 
Thecompany is still feeding and lodging 


hundreds of passengers in Kansas City, and 
its trains are still coming in here in sec- 
tions with fifteen to thirty crowded coaches 
daily. It is understood that tickets sold for 
California in Kansas City now cannot be 
used till three days after date—it being im- 
possible to get a ticket to be used on the 
day it is bought. 

A Times man talked yesterday with 
Judge Anson Brunson, solicitor and high- 
est official of the Santa Fé system in Call- 
fornia, about the blockade. Said the Judge: 
“IT have been telegraphing some cold- 
blooded facts to Boston, and hope we may 

tsome relief. We are completely over- 
whelmed. The passenger travel alone is 
too big for us, to say nothing of freight. We 
have 200 cars of freight at San Diego for 
this city. Along the line of the Atlantic 
and Pacific there are between 600 and 700 
loaded ot ot cars lying side-tracked and 
deserted. We haven't power to haul them, 
as we need all our locomotives and more, 
too, for our passenger business.“

At the completion of the road the 
Santa Fé’s route to San Diego will run from 
Los Angeles by way of Santa Ana, 2
